1) On our ministry... Doesn't our new landscaping look great? 
Wow, what a transfornnation in recent years. It's been 
inspiring to watch everything grow and develop. I love the 
quote; "The church proclainns the love of Christ not only 
with words and deeds, but with every flower and blade of 
grass that we love and care for in Jesus' name." 

Similarly, God has called us to be "transformed" as 
disciples of Christ. As you know, I believe that all churches 
have the same mission: to "make disciples of all nations." 
As much as we want to be good stewards of the beautiful 
building and property that God has entrusted to us, even 
more we want to be good stewards of the treasure of 
disciples the Holy Spirit has called and gathered here. 
Beautiful buildings come and go, so we pray that we might 
stay focused on making disciples. 

As disciples of Christ, we've identified our core values and 



hope that most visitors can spot them readily: "To be a church 
that is: 1) Bible-centered, 2) prayer-centered, 3) worship- 
centered with an inspirational blend, 4) kid-friendly, 5) visitor- 
friendly, 6) a model of the Priesthood of believers, 7) a model 
of first-fruits giving." That is us, don't you think? 

Mostly... and I thank God where we have been true to our 
core values. But you know what? Lately, I've had to confront 
the uncomfortable truth that as we grow, it may be harder for 
newer families to "break in" and feel at home than perhaps in 
the past when we were a smaller church. Please join me in 
reaching out to those who might be new in our midst. Invite 
them to Sunday school or to Bible study or the next fellowship 
event that you are aware of from the bulletin. Or ask them to 
join your table for Wednesday suppers. 

Also in our discipleship, I believe that there is a direct connection 
between pastoral care and worship attendance, and through 
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the years whenever I've noticed a "plateau" in attendance, 
almost always that has nneant that our pastoral care has 
been lacking. As nnuch as I sometimes worry about "bugging" 
people with multiple phone messages, many times I've been 
thanked that the church "calls and cares." Since one of our 
core values is to model that we are the "Priesthood of all 
Believers," let's work together on this. Is there someone you 
haven't seen for a while? Give them a call or send them an 
email: "We've missed you... how ya doing?" 

2) On new member assimilation... Is it possible to grow too 
fast? Sometimes. And for churches that means losing new 
members out the "back door" while new people are coming 
in the "front door." Studies indicate that churches have about 
six weeks to get new members involved; after that it's much 
harder because they have decided they're not needed, or 
they'll slip into inactivity, or they'll simply slip away altogether. 
While some people are "self-starters" and they quickly jump 
into church activities, most folks need encouragement and 
personal invitations to get involved. Welcome to ministry. 
While the challenge of this task usually falls primarily on 
church staffs and councils, truly it's best if we all work 
together to welcome and encourage the involvement of our 
new members. Thanks for your help in this vital ministry! 

Also, it occurs to me that we can help our new members by 
wearing our nametags. We really haven't emphasized this 
much in recent years, but truly it would be helpful. How many 
times have you shared the peace with someone and wished 
you could remember their name? It's happened to all of us! 
As I always say when we pass the peace, "We encourage 
you to learn new names!" Wearing nametags would help all 
of us. If you've lost yours, please contact the office. 

In most churches I've visited, people don't offer their names 
during the passing of the peace. Since we're "not your typical 
Lutheran church," let's be different in this regard also. Try to 
ALWAYS say the other person's name; "The peace of the 
Lord, name." Or, "God's peace, name." Or "Good morning, 
help me remember your name..." Or, "You look familiar, 
have we met?" Or, "I think we met a while back, help me 
remember your name..." As with the old TV show "Cheers," 
let's be the church where "everyone knows our name!" 

3) On our Candlelight Communion Service every Wednesday 
at 7:00... Spread the word! This is a neat service and it is a 
thrill to hear our young people sing and pray. We're blessed 



to have John Christiansen leading the music. Especially if 
you missed the weekend services or if you expect to miss 
the weekend worship services, come join us for Wednesday 
worship! 

4) On our fall budgeting process. ..Our church budget is 
probably somewhat similar to your family budget — we can't 
always get everything we want! Nevertheless, we have been 
SO blessed! Once again we pray that the Holy Spirit would 
lead and guide us that we might be faithful to God's plan and 
purpose for our church. 

Once again, we have the opportunity to make a faithful 
response to a God who has given us everything we have 
with our "Estimate of Giving" cards. We've been blessed with 
a number of "tithers" in our church — people who give at least 
10 percent of their income to various charitable causes. If 
you're not there yet, one simple way to grow in your giving is 
by increasing it 1 percent (of your total annual income) each 
year. I invite you to have a plan for growing in your giving 
because over and over, I've observed that churches and 
individuals who simply give the "leftovers" of the income... 
usually don't have much "left over." We hope we're setting 
a good example as a congregation by "giving away" the first 
20 percent of our offerings to various outreach ministries, 
and certainly we have found that in putting "others" first, God 
has been more than generous in providing for our needs as 
a congregation. 

The really good news is that we have a lot of youth and 
families counting on our faithful response. What each one of 
us does will make a difference here and beyond our walls. 
Since the first 20 percent of Faith Community's income goes 
to ministry beyond our walls, as John Christiansen sang last 
week: "Let it be said of us..." that we saw the needs of our 
young people and neighbors, opened our hearts to them 
and showed our love to others in our action of giving with 
great generosity. 

Please take time to pray about your faith response. 
Acknowledging God as the owner of all that you have been 
given, I invite you to come, share your gifts and make a 
difference in the name of Jesus Christ.

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As I write this, it is looking more and more like 
autumn outside, as more and more changing leaves 
fill this wonderful time of year with brightness and 
color. Those last three words describe much of the 
life of Faith Community these days as well. It's bright 
and colorful. What a joy to worship and serve with the 
dedicated and energetic people of God in this place. 
So, first of all.... happy October! 

However, not always does life look bright. For people 
dealing with fresh and painful losses, autumn leaves 
can be particularly sad. We have had a number of 
deaths of members and loved ones related to this 
congregation in this past year, and it is time to offer 
another version of the Grief Support Group and, later 
on, other programs related to life's losses. 

So... coming up soon, on the four Thursday evenings 
in October, there will be opportunities for exploring 
our griefs in the light of God's healing. On October 4, 
11, 18 and 25, 7:00 - 8:15 pm each time - I will be 
leading sessions designed not simply to understand 
the grief process better, but to process our own grief. 
This is not really a ''class," but, as the name says, 
a supportive community. Although some learning 
is involved, sharing and seeking God's healing is 
paramount. 

I found this to be helpful for myself very personally 
three years ago, when my wife and both of my parents 
died within a period of four months. I was glad that I 
had a chance to talk about this with others who had 
experienced loss. Since that time, in various Grief 
Support Groups here, I have continued to relate some 
of my experiences, with the hope that this will help 
others to understand more deeply what to expect in 
losses, and to explore ways to cope with, and even 
grow in, our grief. 

Even in life's most painful experiences, God provides 
resources for healing, and we will seek to receive and 
to share these. If you would like to participate in a 
group where this can happen, please let me know 
as soon as possible, or give Janelle Olson a call in 



the church office, and we will warmly welcome you, 
beginning on Thursday, October 4. 

Also, as I reflect on the fall season so far., did you 
know that Faith Community offers two excellent 
Bible studies for men every week? There is a group 
that meets each Tuesday evening, and another early 
on Wednesday mornings (6:30 - 7:30). It is my 
privilege to lead the latter group. Our attendance in 
September was excellent, but we always have room 
for more men. Currently, we are studying the Letter 
to the Hebrews. This wonderful book of the Bible has 
evoked some great discussion so far, and I always 
am personally enriched by this. All men are welcome 
at either of these weekly groups... and there are also 
some great weekly opportunities for women too. 

I am also pleased at the schedule for three different 
adult classes on Sunday mornings as well, with Pastor 
Dan and John Benson and I as leaders of the various 
groups. I am personally grateful for the interest shown 
in Lutheran teachings in my sessions on ''Here We 
Stand." If you have been looking for an opportunity 
to explore where Lutherans stand on key teachings in 
the faith - and, in the process, discover more of what 
Catholics teach - and other Protestants too - I think 
you will find these sessions stimulating. 

On the next few Sunday mornings, we'll be finishing 
our exploration of the Augsburg Confession, a key 
document in early Lutheranism. Then we'll go on to 
Luther's Small Catechism and probe as adults what 
many of us first were exposed to as young people 
in confirmation classes. I find that many passages 
of this classic catechism have taken on new and 
richer meaning in my adult years. So, whether you 
were confirmed decades ago or are brand new to the 
Lutheran experience of the Christian faith, I invite you 
to this class, which meets each Sunday in the Sunrise 
Room.

located inside the Denver Women's Correctional 
Facility (DWCF) in Aurora, Colo. With 900 
inmates, this ministry reaches out with its 
church services and Friday night bible studies. 
Pastor Emily Cardin will be coming to speak 
at FCLC on Sunday, Oct 21. She will also be 
accepting the illustrations drawn by the children 
in our Sunday school classes to be given to the 
inmates. These drawings are based on Bible 
passages from Paul and Silas in prison and are a 
part of the five-week Sunday school theme. 

«^ Sliel<inali Cliristian i^inistries ( www.injail. 
org ): This organization is based in Longmont 
and reaches out to several different ministries 
including prisons, jails, youth detention centers 
as well as aftercare mentoring. They reach out 
to this community by providing Bible studies 
inside a variety of facilities. Volunteers are 
always needed.

- Shekinah will be leading three services at 
High Plains Correctional Facility on Friday, Nov.

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YOUR ENDOWMENT FUNDS AT WORK IN AFRICA 



At the besinnins of the year, FCLC throush the Endowment 
Fund sent $3100.00 to Rev. Anthony Mulbah, a Lutheran 
pastor in Liberia, Africa to start a school in the village 
of Gbonyea. In May he sent to Todd and Tyger Penson, 
members of FCLC, a letter, excerpts of which are as follows. 

Greetings in the blessed name of our Lord and Savior Jesus 
Christ. 

We are thankful to God that life on the general level is 
fine with us. We enjoy good health, we eat at least every 
day, our children are in school, we are continuing the 
translation works on the Bible, Temeh [wife of Anthony] 
is still engaged in farming rice, and we are supervising 
the school project. 

We are grateful to God through Jesus Christ our Lord 
and Savior that you have come to our aid. Had it not 
been your assistance and that of the Faith Community 
Lutheran Church, these rural children would have no 
access to formal education. We as a family who want 
to help improve the lives of these children could remain 
frustrated. 

The school has 133 students. There are 47 girls and 
86 boys. Apart from these children, there are more 
than one hundred others who want to benefit from this 
project. There are some who dropped from school 
because they were forced to fight, and others who had to 
run for safety; thus, leaving school. After these people 
had seen their own children and other relatives in 
the school, they want to at least enroll and improve 
their little learning. 

At present, these people are greatly involved in the 
needed works. They have cleared the site, molded 
over 5,000 earth blocks. They have identified some 
trees to be sawed into the needed sizes of timbers 
and planks. As I write this letter, the sawing is in 
progress. I was told by one of the sawyers that they 



have already sawed 75 pieces of planks and timbers. As I 
am writing this, he came for money to purchase gasoline, 
oil and file. 

On 7 May, 2007, I left Gbonyea. During that visit, I saw 
about 10 logs cut at the length of 14 feet. We hope when 
sawed, we will get the needed planks and timbers for the 
roofing, doors/windows and benches/chairs/desks. 

Finally, we want to extend many thanks and appreciation 
to you and the Faith Community Lutheran Church. We 
expect to pay for the workmanship of the building of 
the school. We do not know how much it will cost. We 
do not owe the teachers. The amount given covers the 
entire school year [$100.00 for an entire term]. We hope 
to improve it when funds or assistance are forth coming. 

Though this is but part of the letter, we wanted to share it 
with you. He sent a report of the use of the $3100.00 which 
will be given to the Endowment Fund Committee. Since May, 
the money has run out and the building of the school is on 
hold. 

Thank you for your partnership in helping the village of 
Gbonyea, Liberia, to recover from the 15 year war that 
devastated that nation.

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Notes from Ed Broestl^ 
Parish Associate 

Since this is my first monthly newsletter 
article, I will cover several topics: provide 
a short bio so you know a little about me, 
describe the role of the Parish Associate 
so you will know what to expect, and a 
comment that I would like you to ponder and 
discuss with me as God leads. 

I am originally from Bay Village, Ohio. I was 
born, baptized, and confirmed Lutheran. I 
received a Bachelor of Science in Chemical 
Engineering from Michigan Technological 
University, Houghton, Mich, (that is in the 
Keweenaw Peninsula in Upper Michigan). 
Upon graduation, I was commissioned as a 
Second Lieutenant in the United States Air 
Force and spent 20 years in various locations 
throughout the world. I retired from the 
Air Force in 1990 as a Lieutenant Colonel 
moving the family from northern Virginia to 
Berthoud during the summer of 1989. Diane 
and the boys discovered Faith Community 
Lutheran Church during the fall of 1989 and 
we became members in December 1989. 
From 1990 to 2006, I worked for various 
companies in Boulder, Broomfield, and 
Loveland. The Broomfield company was an 
IT Professional Services Consulting Company 
that I started in 1996. In the summer of 
2003, I publicly stated I felt called to full- 
time Christian ministry. I began seminary 
studies, on a part-time basis, with the 
Lutheran Theological Seminary at Gettysburg 
in January 2004. I completed all the course 
work for a Master of Arts in Ministerial 
Studies this past August. I am currently in 
the ELCA candidacy process with the goal of 
becoming a consecrated Diaconal Minister in 
early 2008. 



The Parish Associate position began on 
Sept. 10, 2007. The position is a liaison 
between council, staff, and congregation 
with an initial focus on Outreach, Property, 
and Stewardship. Initially, I will work on the 
organizational aspects of the ministries. As 
the organizational needs lessen, I will be 
encouraging members to discover and apply 
their gifts in the workplace and inside the 
body of Christ. Also, I anticipate assisting 
the pastors in the area of pastoral care. 

My seminary requirements included a project 
where I examined three churches, one 
over 100 years old (First Lutheran here in 
Longmont), one under 25 years old (Cross 
of Christ in Broomfield), and one in-between 
(Lutheran Church of the Holy Spirit in 
Centennial). The examination focused on 
discovering why the congregations formed, 
had they been faithful to their formation 
reason throughout their history, and how 
the congregation's performed social ministry 
during their history. One of the project 
discoveries was that the passion (intense 
emotion compelling action) of the people 
energized and guided the congregation's 
social ministries. My question to each 
reader is: What intense emotion has God 
laid on your heart that you would like to see 
lived out in this congregation?
